retiring Official’s Resignation Is 
} Accepted; Justice Peckham 
Roasts the Company 
and Quits. 
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New York, Nov. 29.—[Special.]—Richard 
A. McCurdy has resigned as president of 
‘the Mutual Life Insurance company and his 
resignation has been accepted by the board 
of trustees. 

The resignation of Robert H. McCuré@y, son 
of the president and general manager of the 
company, did not accompany his father’s, 
nor did that of the son-in-law, Louis A. The- 
baud. The early retirement of both is looked 
for, however. 

Frederic Cromwell, for twenty-five years 

‘ associated with the McCurdy régime as trus- 
tee and for the last twenty years as treas- 
urer, Was chosen president pro tem. He will 
hold the office until June 1, the date of the 
next annual election. 

He declared, and several trustees agreed 
with him, the election came to him with the 
heartiest possible unanimity. This conten- 
tion probably is correct, as far as the pro- 
ceedings of the meeting itself are concerned. 


Not Choice of the Refgrmers. 

On the other hand, it is known that Mr. 
Cromwell was not the first choice of the 
housecleaning faction, which is headed by 
Stuyvesant Fish and John W. Auchincloss. 

His election is regarded as a victory for the 
finance committee and the faction of the 
board led by H. H. Rogers and George F. 
Baker. 

While it is expected that Mr. Cromwell will 
hold office until the next annual meeting in 
June, there is a possibility that the trustees 
may choose a new president at any time. 

James H. Eckels, president of the Commer- 
cial jNational bank of Chicago, is talked of 
in insurance circles as Mr. McCurdy’s suc- 
cessor. Mr. Eckels said tonight, however, 
that the place has not been offered him, nor 
nad any one approached him on the subject. 

Another man mentiontéd as available for 
-~esident is W. H. Truesdale, president of 
the Delaware, Lackawanna and Western 
railroad. He is chairman of the investigat- 
ing committee appointed by the company to 
lock into its affairs. 

The Mutual's investigating committee will 
continue its efforts to lay bare all the Mu- 
tual’s affairs and place the responsibility for 
mismanagement. Whether it will still have 
to contend with obstructions in its work un-

BITTERNESS IN THE FRAY. 


Schulte Incident Arouses Feeling 
Between Partisans; Report 
That Leo De Tray May 
Appear in Game, 


DON’T STAMP YOUR FEET 


DO NOT BE TEMPTED either by 
enthusiasm, the mrusic of the bands, 
or the cold weather to stamp your 
feet in unison with others on the 
stands. It increases the strain to 
such a degree that no structure, 
however strongly built, could stand 
up under it long. Most accidents 
from falling stands have resulted 
from this cause.

As many people as can be crowded Into 
Marshall field today will see the climax of 
the gridiron season of 1905 and probably the 
last game of football in its present form that 
ever will be played there. 

Before sundown the western championship 
will have been won and lost, barring an un- 
expected tie, and either Michigan’s maize 
and blue or Chicago’s maroon will flaunt it- 
self boldly in the face of all, with an un- 
beaten record behind it for the year. 

The battle, bitter enough in itself between 
these veteran rivals of the west, will be 
made more bitter by the feelings which have 
been aroused by charges and counter charges, 
which have deprived Chicago of a strong 
half back and may deprive Michigan of its 
giant left guard if the promptings of some 
Michigan alumni are listened to at the elev- 
enth hour. They say it will be a pity if this, 
the largest university in the west, shall be the 
one to add to the disrepute of the game the 
conspicuous example of total disregard of 
innate athletic honor. 

Both Teams Seem Confident. 

Both teams are confident of victory. Micn- 
igan’s warriors are backed by an unbeaten 
record of nearly five years, and Chicago’s by 
the firm belief that this is Chicago’s year, 
the best chance to defeat Yost it has had 
since he took charge of the Ann Arbor scoring 
machine. 

Chicago’s chances, which depend on an even 
break in the luck and the ability to keep the 
team intact, according to the coaches, were 
brightened last night by the persistent rumor 
that Leo De Tray would beinthegame. This 
was denied absolutely by Capt. Catlin, while 
Coach Stagg would neither affirm nor deny 
it, yet the report would not down, and there 
is a firm belief in Midway quarters that the 
whirlwind half back will be found in position 
when the referee’s whistle blows for the 
kickoff. 

Rumor About De Tray. 

Coach Stagg stated definitely he had not 
counted on De Tray’s services since the eyé 
specialist sent him to bed last week. He 
said the player was not in yesterday’s final 
practice, but did accompany the team on 
its outing over Sunday at the Onwentsia 
club. It is known the half back has par- 
ticipated’ in none of the practice recently, 
and Capt. Catlin, when he heard the rumor, 
exploded with ‘‘ Why, I can deny that if no 
one else will. It’s a joke. Leo cannot be in 
condition, and would not be as strong as our 
substitutes.’’ 

Nevertheless, it is a fact De Tray has been 
out of doors practically every day, and it is 
significant that one of Trainer Conibear’s 
staff of rubbers has visited De Tray’s home 
every day and did so yesterday for the pur- 
pose of keeping the player in condition. 
Coach Stagg admitted there had been much 
improvement in De Tray’s injured eye, but 
dismissed the entire subject by saying he 
could not shoulder any responsibility in the 
matter, and knew nothing definite about the 
player’s condition, 


Physicians May Decide. 

It is the general belief that it rests with 
De Tray’s physicians, his parents, and the 
player himself whether or not he plays in to- 
day’s game, and that the final decision will 
not be reached until just before the game. 
It is certain that if the half back reports at 
the gymnasium in condition to play and with 
proofs that he is fit. Coach Stagg will not 
order him back to bed. | 

The maroon leader did not include De Tray 
in the official lineup announced last night, 
but said Hitchcock would play at left half 
and Walker at right. Russell will be given 
the place at right guard against the veteran 
Schulte, whom Coach Yost included iyi his 
official lineup. It will be a first year man 
against one of six years’ experience if Yost 
adheres to this determination, which seems, 
fixed despite all the evidence produced ta 
show the player’s ineligibility. 


Schulte in the Lineup. 

It is Michigan’s position the player fs eji- 
gible in the absence of any protest aguinst 
him or of any official evidence; that Chicago 
should have protested previous to the speci- 
fied limit for such action, submitting with the 
protest the evidence against the player and 
that mere newspaper evidence is no evidence 
at all upon which to base a decision in so im- 
portant a matter. In other words, itappears 
Schulte is to slip through another Thanks- 
giving day game “by clever syategy,’’ to 
quote a Washington university professor, 
just as he did five yearsago at St. Louis. 


More Evidence of Old Service. 

Further evidence in the Schulte case which 
developed yesterday made it absolutcly cer- 
tain he played in nearly every big game in 
the season of 1899 at Washington university. 
Pictures, newspaper accounts, both in 8t. 
Louis papers and in Student Life, the stu- 
dent magazine of the St. Louis inetitution 
of learning, together with faculty evidence, 
unquestionably indicate he was a bona fide 
member of the team of that year.

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ENVOY CALLED DOWN, QUITS, 


U.S: Minister Squiers, Reprimand- 
ed Over Pines Revolt, Resigns. 


OFFICTAL BLAMED BY CUBA. 


Man of Strong Character, but Declared 
’ Lacking in Tact. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 29.—[Spectal.]— 
Herbert G. Squiers resigned today his com- 
mission as minister of the\United States to 
Cuba, asa protest against the sharp repri- 
mand administered to him by Secretary of 
State Root. He will be succeeded by Edwin 
V. Morgan, Minister to Corea. 

The reprimand given Mr. Squiers resulted 
from his alleged encouragement of Americans 
in the Isle of Pines to set up a territorial 
government, in the hope of influencing the 
senate against ratification of the treaty now 
pending, which recognizes Cuba’s sovereign- 
ty over the island. It was alleged that Min- 
ister Squiers knew in advance of the pro- 
posed revolt of Americans, and the attitude 
he adopted was such as to encourage them 
to pursue this course, though he was aware 
it was directly contrary to the policy of the 
president. 

Minister Squiers went so far as to author- 
ize an interview with a correspondent of a 
New York paper and the reporter of a paper 
published in Havana. It was this interview 
which precipitated the trouble. Therein he 
expressed practical approval of the steps 
taken by the American residents of the island. 
It was a grave indiscretion from an admin- 
istration point of view, begause it was calcu- 
lated to confirm the suspicions oi Cubans 
that the United States is seeking to gain 
possession of their territory. It was a vio- 
lation of the regulations for the government 
of the diplomatic service, which forbid an 
officer from talking for publicatiom without 
the consent of the state department. 


Is Relief to Cuba. 

The Cuban government was considerably 
concerned over -Mr. Squiers’ action. Presi- 
dent Palma is a candidate for reélection, and 
the campaign is approaching its climax. He 
was confronted with the disagreeable duty 
of calling the attention of the American gov- 
ernment to the interview. Failure to do so 
would have lent weight to the charge made 
against him that he was in favor of Amer- 
fcan annexation. Should the United States 
take the Isle of Pines, Cubans would regard 
such action as a step toward acquisition by 
this country of all their territory. The 
Cuban government has expressed in the past 
dissatisfaction with Mr. Squlers’ attitude, 
alleging that he was encouraging the annex- 
ationists, and this was not looked upon with 
favor by the mass of the Cuban people. 

President Palma, therefore, directed Min- 
ister Quesada, stationed at Washington, to 
call the attention of the secretary of state to 
Mr. Squiers’ interview, and express regret 
that it had been published. Mr. Root at once 
cabled Minister Squiers asking him for an 
explanation. Mr. Squiers’ response was to 
the point. He admitted that he had talked 
with the representatives of the two papersin 
which the interview had appeared, and added 
that they had quoted him correctly. There 
was no crawling, no attempt to blam@any 
one, no evasion: ofyresponsibility. Secretary 
Root ‘laid the facts before the president, and 
the latter authorized the secretary of state 
to reprimand the minister for his indiscreet 
conduct. 


\ 

Reprimand, Then Resignation. 
The reprimand was cabled yesterday morne- 
ing. The secretary recited the facts in con- 
néction with the attitude of the administra- 
tion towards the Isle of Pinee. He declared 
the Isle of Pines was lawfully subject to the 
administration of Cuba, that the United 
States possesses no substantial claim to it; 
that it always has been a part of Cuba, and 
nothing has occurred to change its status. 
What further statement the secretary made 
cannot be ascertained, but it is evident it 


angered Mr. Squierg greatly. In order that

no doubt whatever might exist in regard to 
the policy of the administration and to coun- 
teract the effect of the statements made by 
the minister, the secretary wrote and gave 
out for publication yesterday the letter to 
Charles Raynard, president of the American 
club, Isle of Pines, in which he defined ex- 
actly the policy of the president im regard 
to the island. The president and Secretary 
Root believed the reprimand and the letter to 
Mr. Raynard would end the incident. There 
is no doubt enough had been done to satisfy 
the Cuban government. 


Friends of Mr. Squiers here are convinced 


that the publication of the Raynard letter 

following immediately upon the heels of the 

reprimand, caused the minister to come to 

the conclusion that he had been doubly re- 

buked, that his usefulness was impatred, and 

his duty to himself required him to leave the | 
service. 

Declared Lacking Tact. 

Mr. Squiers’ reputation is that he is nota 
man oftact. He was first secretary of lega- 
tion at Peking during the boxer revolt, and 
with his wife was besieged for over two 
months in the legation compound. Charges 
of cowardice were made against a marine 
officer, which were said to have been in- 
spired by him and Mrs. Squiers. The officer 
was found to have done his duty andto have 
acted bravely, and was promoted tn recogni- 
tion of gallant conduct. From Peking Mr. 
Squiers was transferred to Havana, where 
it was hoped he would be able to fulfill the 
delicate duty of establishing friendly rela- 
tions between his country and Cuba. 

The news of Mr. Squiers’ resignation cre- 
ated something of a sensation in senatorial 7 
circles. Men who are opposing ratification 
of the Isle of: Pines treaty are confident the 
incident will strengthen their hand. They 
claim that no matter who may be sent to 
Cuba, it will be difficult for him to maintain 
pleasant relations with the Cuban people, 
and they declare it is more difficult for 
Americans residing within Cuban jurisdic- 
tion who have no official status to get along 
with natives, and especially native officials. 
Mr. Squiers has some warm friends in the 
senate, and they expect to obtain from him 
when he returns home anaccurate statement 
of the general political situation, including 
the feeling towards Americans. 


Bragg Case Recalled. 

It was recalled tonight that Mr. Squiers 
is not the first American officer to whom 
objection was made by the Cuban people. 
Edward 8. Bragg of Wisconsin, who was 
consul general at Havana, was transferred 
to -Hongkong because he wrote a letter to 
his wife which became public, saying that 
‘Uncle Same might as well try to make a 
whistle out of a pig’s tail as to try to make 
something out of the Latin race.” 

As the successor of Mr. Squiers the presi- 
dent has selected Mr. Morgan, minister to 
Corea. The decision of the president to deal 
with Japan in all matters relating to Corea 
deprived Morgan of his mission. It was 
intended to take care of him and the vacancy 
caused in Havana by Mr. Squires’ resignation 
is opportune. Mr. Morgan is a young man 
who may be depended upon to carry out Ip- 
structions. He served as secretary of the 
commission which visited Samoa in 1899 and 
investigated the troubles which had occurred 
there. Subsequently he was appointed sec- 
retary of legation in Corea. From Corea he 
was transferred to St. Petersburg, then he 
came to Washington, and was named con- 
sul to Mukden. He did not go to Mukden on 
account of the war between Russia and 
Japan, but was made minister to Corea. It 
is understood he will be acceptable to Cuba.

Diamonds Worth $9,000 Taken 
from Madison Street Store. 


CROWD SEES BOLD ROBBERY. 


Three Men Snatch Jewels, Pursued 


and Fired at, Escape. 


In full view of hundreds of people returning 
from work in the downtown stores and 
offices, three men smashed a plate glass win- 
dow in the storeof the Bauman Jewelry com- 
pany, 76 East Madison street, shortly after 
6 o’clock yesterday evening, seized a diamond 
heart and a chain valued at $9,000, and 
escaped down an alley. 

Joseph Bauman, one of the owners of the 
store, was sitting at a desk just inside the 
window at which the robbery was committed. 
He rushed out, chased the men into the alley 
between the Chicago Savings Bank building 
and McVicker’s theater, and fired at them 
several times with a revolver, but they 
dodged behind a coal wagon and got away. 
The police and the Pinkerton detective 
agency were notified at once, but no trace of 
the men has been found. 


Preparing to Close Store. 

The Bauman store is in the Savings Bank 
building at State and Madison streets, the 
most crowded spot in the city. At 5 minutes 
after 6 the clerks were preparing to close up 
the store for the night, and attending to one 
remaining customer, when they were 
startled by a crash of the plate glass window 
at the front of the store. 

Mr. Bauman was balancing his books at a 
desk near the window. He looked up just in 
time to see a man reach through a jagged 
hole in the glass, seize a large tray contain- 
ing the heart and chain, the most valuable 
objects in the window, and run west, followed 
by two other men. Snatching a revolver 
from the desk he ran to the door and saw the 
thieves turn down the alley on the west. 
Shouting for the police, he turned in after 
them and fired twice. 


Beat Off Store Detective. 

As the shots were fired, House Detective 
Casey of the Lloyd department store, south 
of the bank building, stepped into the alley. 
He grappled with one of the robbers as they 
attempted to dash past, but was attacked 
by the other two and beaten off. The three 
ran on and before Casey could arise they 
dodged behind a wagon, ran out of the alley, 
and were in the crowd in State street. 

“I know two of the mn by sight,” said 
Casey later. “ One of the three is a negro.” 


Robbers Choose Their Time. 

The robbers had taken advantage of a mo- 
ment when the sidewalk immediately before 
the store was clear and thus escaped pur- 
‘suit by the crowd. The man who took the 
gems was described by Mr. Bauman as be- 
ing remarkably short, wearing a soft hat, 
and without an overcoat. The other men 
wore derby hats and overcoats. 

The glass was smashed with a heavy iron 
bar, eighteen inches long, which made a 
hole its own length and not more than six 
inches in width. Through this the robber 
pulled out the tray, which is eight by ten 
inches in size. 

The diamond heart had been in the win- 
dow for three months and had attracted 
considerable attention. It was composed 
of some 800 diamonds ranging in size from a 
small fraction of a carat to one and a halt 
carats, set in a thick cluster. With it was 
a lorgnette chain containing twenty-four 
diamonds. he heart is valued at $6,000 
and the chain at $3,000. 

Proprietor Tells of the Job. 

“Tt was the neatest thing I ever saw,” 
said Mr. Bauman. “ It was no offhand job. 
They had figured it out long before. The 
window was full of other things, but they 
broke the glass in just the right place. 

**¥ didn’t have any chance to look at the 
men, but they can’t dispose of the diamonds. 
They are welded together in such a way that 
only an expert can get them epart.”

Sevastopol Defeat Reds

SHIPS RIDDLED AND SUNK 


Ten Battleships, Cruisers, and 
Torpedo Boats Under Red 
Flag Put Out of Action. 


FORTS CARRIED BY STORM, 


Mutineers on Shore Fight Desper- 
ately, but Are Mowed Down by 
Machine Guns and Bayonets, 


HALF THE CITY DESTROYED BY FIRE 


ST. PETERSBURG, Nov. 29.—A terrifie 
naval and land battle has occurred at 
Sevastopol between the mutineers and the 
military and sea forces that remained loyal 
to the czar. 

The mutineers were defeated and two or 
more of their vessels were sunk and the re« 
mainder surrendered. 


Land Battle Three Hours. 

The sailors and soldiers intrenched in the 
north fort, after a sanguinary battle laste ~ 
ing three ‘hours, were driven out by @ 
bayonet charge, every man being killedy 
wounded, or captured. 

The town sustained enormous injury,.¢ 
report saying half of it is in ruins, Fire, 
produced by the rebel bombardment, did @ 
vast amount of damage. 


Fate of Rebel Fleet. : 
The damage sustained by the rebel fleet t@ 
as follows: 


OTCHAKOFF—Protected steel cruiser of 6,670 
tons, costing $1,500,000; riddled with shot, burn- 
ing and sinking. It was 484 feet long, armored 
with five inches of steel, one with a two and 
three-quarter inch steel deck; carried tweive 
eix inch, guna, twelve three inch guns, and siz 
machine guns. Its full complement was 340 offie — 
cers and men. 

PANTELEIMON—First class battleship, formerly 
the Kniaz Potemkin which mutinied at Odessa a 
few months ago; riddled with shot and sinking. 
It cost $5,000,000 and was of 12,480 tons dis- 
placement., Its main armor belt was nine inches 
thick, of Krupp; steel, the heavy guns being 
protected by twelve inches of steel. It carried 
four twelve inch, sixteen six inch, fourteen three 
inch, six 1.8 inch, fourteen 1.4 inch, and seven 
maciine guna. The complement was 636 officers 
and men. 

DNEIPER—Third class cruiser 
riddled and sunk; pbullt in 1882 and costing 
$1,000,000; carried six six inch, twenty three 
inch, and eight 1.4 inch guns. Full complement, 
172 officers and men. 


Rebels Fire First Shot. 
Lieut. Schmidt, the elected commander of 
the mutinous fleet, and who directed the 
fight from the cruiser Otchakoff, fired the

He gave the signal to attack the téwh 
immediately after 3 p. m., when his ulti- 
matum to the authorities expired. He hé@ 
demanded by that hour an acceptance of the 
various demands made by the rebel sailors. 

Those demands included the immediate 
formation of a constitutional assembly to 
accept and carry into effect the reforms 
promised by the czar. Specific improve- 
ments in the condition of the sailors alee 
were insisted upon. 


Ten Warships in Revolt. 

When Lieut. Schmidt gave the word te 
Start the battle the ten vessels under his 
command, including a mumber of torpedo 
boats, opened fire upon the town. Almost 
simultaneously the loyal tro&ps manning the 
shore forts began their bombardment, dj- 
recting their fire on the Otchakoff, which 
was fiying the red flag. The Otchakoff, 
which circled off Admiralty point, the strong- 
hold of the mutineers on shore, sustained 
the brunt of the land fire, In less than an 
hour it had been pierced above and below 
water. The crew suffered severely, and @ 
large number were killed and wounded. 


Rebel Battleship Riddled. 

The battleship Panteleimon followed the 
Otchakoff into action and also sustained 
severe injuries. 

The Dneiper and seyeral torpedo boats 
fought along side the cruiser and battleship, 
The Dneiper at the close of the engage- 
ment was sunk and several of the torpede 
boats were on the rocks. 


Loyal Fleet in Action. 

The loyal fleet soon moved into action, ang 
the mutineers were caught between the fire 
of the land batteries and the guns of the ves- 
sels under command of Admiral Chouknin. 

When the naval and shore duel started 
the mutineers in the north fort opened @ 
bombardment of the city. Then they emerged 
into the streets and attacked the troops sent 
to dislodge them. Batteries of artillery werg@ 
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brought into action and the rebels. were 

“driven behind the walls of the fort. 

: For two hours the bloody encounter cen- 
tinued. 

: * The Brest and Bielstok regiments were 
‘ordered to charge, and finally captured the 
fort.

Citizens Flee Before Battle. 
Before the battle started the town prac- 


~~ theally was deserted except for the troops. 
‘The scared population had fied tn all direo- 
tions, and Balaklava and neighboring towns 
Were filled with refugees. 

The streets of Sevastopol were flooded with 
fneoming troops and artillery and machine 
guns had been placed so as to command Ad- 
miralty point, the *stronghold of the muti- 
neers, while the guns of Fort Constantine had 
been trained on the sallors’ barracks. Gen. 
Neplueff and the other military officers, ac- 
cording to the advices, were consulting with 
the view to working out a plan to take the 
mutineers by siege and without bloodshed if 


possible. 
BATTLE A DESPERATE ONE.

ST. PETERSBURG, Nov. 20.—Sevastopol 


Was today the scene of a desperate battle 
between the mutinous sailors and the troops 
fin the forts on shore. 

During the battle the town and the forts 
were bombarded by the guns of the crulser 
Otchakoff, which Hes a burning wreck off 
Admiralty point, its hull riddled with shells

and its flaunting red ensign of revolution 
hauled down. 

Many of the crew of the Otchakoff were 
killed or wounded. 

According to one report the barracks of 
the mutineers were carried by storm after the 
mutinous fleet, which is said to have num- 
dered ten vessels, had surrendered, and the 
Whole position is now in the hands of the 
troops under the command of Gen. Neplueff. 
“The Associated Press, however, is unable to 
Suarantee the correctness of this report. 


Many Details Lacking. 

Capt. Zilotti, aid de camp to Admiral 
Wirenius, chief of the naval general staff, 
informed the Associated Press that the latest 
dispatches received from Sevastopol showed 
that the Otchakoff was on fire and badly 
riddled, with its revolutionary colors hauled 
down, but he was unable to give more definite 
information. 

No details of the casualties or of the dam- 
age suffered by the town are obtainable by 
the admiralty, but owing to the confined 
Space in which the action was fought it is 
improbable that the town escaped without 
heavy damage. 

TELEGRAPHER STRIKE IS ON.

ST. PETERSBURG, Nov. 29.—Announce- 
Ment was made tonight that tomorrow at 
midday the post telegraph service will stop 
out of sympathy with the movement in Mos- 
cow. Already communication with Parkoff, 
Odessa, all of Siberia, and Libau has been 
cut off. The Moscow post telegraph was 
Buspéended at 6 o'clock last evening and the 

building forthwith occupied by soldiers. 

The postal delegates in St. Petersburg, who 
mere refused permission to hold a public 
meeting, tonight are gathered in the private 
home of one of the members of the Union of 
Unions drawing up the details for tomorrow’s 
etrike. 

One of the organizers said the strike is like- 
ly to last a month if necessary, but he thinks 
the government will have to give way soon. 
‘The Finns apparently are going to support 
their Russian colleagues. Proof of this is 
geen of the fact that the Helsingfors post- 
office yesterday stopped work for six hours 
out of sympathy with Moscow. 

Tonight there is a strong force of Cossacks 
in and about the postoffice. 


Russian Bankers Alarmed. 

The threat of another political strike has 
caused a feeling approaching to panic among 
bankers. In more than twenty banks the 
clerks, in spite of threats, have organized 
and will certainly go out. Russian 4 per 
-cent bonds are down to 82, the lowest point 
‘known yet. 

The Novaya Jihn,. says the Siemonovsky 
‘and Yegersky regiments have refused to ar- 
rest mutinous members of the military elec- 
tric school. The Pastlovsk regiment had to 
be called in. Two hundred and thirty-six 
electricians have been imprisoned in the 
fortress of Peter and Paul, 

Agrarian troubles are spreading. In the 
North Livland and Adzelski districts the Cos- 
eacks were called out and acted so zealously 
that not a stone was left on several estates 
where they were called to guard the people. 
‘They killed and sacked, outraged women, 
and wounded old people, women, and chil- 
dren.

The workmen of the cities are 
aroused to a high pitch. They imagine they 
can immediately realize the millennium, but if 
the revolutionary tactics try the workmen too 
often by starvation, the leaders call strikes 
without considering the chances of success, 
then they will be forced to surrender. 


Fears Reign of Terror, 

“ After tens of thousands have been thrown 
into the streets to starve and freeze the lead- 
ers will soon lose control of their followers, 
and they will join the black hundred and 
other rowdies in producing a reign of terror 
and anarchy. The people are dearer to me 
than life, but the future work of a victorious 
revolution demands pacification and organi- 
zation for the eventual struggle. If the em- 
peror gives a constitution, swearing to abide 
by it, and grants full amnesty, the people 
should be content for the present.”’ 

M. Struve, editor of the Osvobojdenie, also 
denounced the tactics of “the men with 
whom I fought during my long exile” as 
sure to end in disaster. He added: 

“ The strike, which is being worshiped as 
a deity will end in industrial bankruptcy. It 
injures the cause. The evolution of a dic- 
tatorship of the proletariat would be as in- 
tolerable as that of the black hundred. Jus- 
tice, freedom, and industrial reparation 
sheuid be the aims.” 


Danger of Revolution. 

The Slovo, which is supporting count de 
Witte, has become exceedingly pessimistic 
It says that revolution constitutes a double 
danger, since ‘‘ every success of the revolu- 
tionists enables the reactionists to point out 
the danger of continuing the reform pro- 
gram, while every turn of the wheel back- 
ward stimulates the revolutionists to make 
new attacks on the government.’’ 


STRIKE REACHES WARSAW. 

WARSAW, Nov. 29.—All the telegraphers 
and postal clerks here have struck, and 
the employés of the gas works also walked 
out, so probably the city will be in darkness 
tonight. The Railway Men's union has re- 
solved to strike whenever the authorities 
attempt to mobilize troops. 

The artillerymen at Rembertow camp, near 
Warsaw, temporarily revolted today and 
demanded the dismissal of obnoxious ser- 
geants, better food, and higher pay. 

The commander granted the first two of 
the men’s demands, but explained that he 
had to communicate with St. Petersburg in 
regard to an increase of pay. Consequently 
the artillerymen promised to wait a fort- 
night before taking any further action. 


DE WITTE NEAR OVERTHROW. . 

BERLIN, Nov. 30, 3a. m.—The correspond- 
ent of the Tageblatt at St. Petersburg says: 

*Count de Witte’s position is one of in- 
security. The reactionaries are using the 
new strike as an Instrument for his over- 
throw. A strong court party is against him 
and for the declaration of martial law in 
Russia, which would inevitably lead to revo- 
lution and a state of bankruptcy.” 


SHIPS DESERT VLADIVOSTOK. 

TOKIO, Nov? 20.—The Russian cruisers 
Rossia, Gromoboi, and Bogatyr arrived at 
Nagasaki today from Vladivostok. Capt. 
Essen, who is on board the Rossia, in an in- 
terview said that they left Vladivostok in 
the midst of a disturbance. They called at 
Decastries bay and ‘will stop at Nagasaki a 
few days to await orders from the Russian 
government. There is much speculation as to 
why the three warships left Vladivostok 
while a disturbance was in,progress. 


SULTAN MAY DISMISS VIZIER. 


Turkish Prime Minister May Be Sac- 
rificed as Preliminary to Yielding 
to the Powers’ Demands. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 29.—It is again 
persistently rumored that Ferid Pasha, the 
grand vizier, is about to be dismissed. This 
is taken to mean that the sultan is seeking 
an excuse for giving way, a change of policy 
being frequently preceded by a changein the 
head of the temporal government. 

The blame for the failure of a policy is al- 
ways thrown on the outgoing grand vizier. 
The paragraph in the sultan’s note in reply 
to the ultimatum of the powers containing 
a warning that the action of the powers in 
resorting to a nava] demonstration might 
precipitate an internal uprising against the 
Christian population of Turkey has created 
no uneasiness here. 

There may be disturbances in the provinces 
when the occupation of Mitylene becomes 
known, but it is not likely that anything 
serious will occur. The sultan is too clever 
to permit any act that might bring the fleet 
to Constantinople.

Early on the 27th inst. the Cohen 
store suddenly was invaded by a number of 
government functionaries, who, without ex- 
planation, of any sort, seized the business 
material and accessories, constituting them- 
selves masters of the place, and forced all 
the owners, clerks, and buyers to evacuate 
the store. The United States flag also was 
hauled down by the soldiers.

MORGAN TO REBUY RAILROAD; 
UNIQUE INCIDENT IN FINANCE. 


Directors of Erie Decide to Accept Offer 
for C., H. & D.—Belief That Purchas- 
ers Found Property Misrepresented. 


New York, Nov. 29.—[Special.J—After a 
special meeting of the directors of the Erie 
railroad this afternoon President Underwood 
announced the directors had voted to accept 
the offer of J. P. Morgan to assume the pur- 


ton railway. 
railroad about two months ago by J. P. Mor- 
gan & Co., and it is understood Morgan’s 
offer to repurchase the property relieves the 
Erie from all obligations. 

The incident is without parallel in the 
history of railroad finance. Oddly enough 
the railroad concerned is the identical one 
the Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton—which 
figured so prominently a generation ago, 
when “ Napoleon ”’ Ives upsetall Wall street 
calculations by his extraordinary methods in 
high finance. 

No sooner had the details of the merger 
been carried out than rumblings of trouble 
begam. It is gossip that the Cincinnati, 
Hamilton and Dayton Is not al] it has been 
represented to be; that traffic contracts had 
been made wherg@by the system could not 
make money or even earn fixed charges on 
parts of its properties. Then Russell Hard- 
ing resigned, and rumors multiplied, but 
without explanation. It is said that time 
alone could uncever the errors of judgment 
which have been made. 

The voluntary action of Morgan in taking 
over the control of the Cincinnati, Hamilton 
and Dayton is commented on in financial 
circles as being a gracious thing to do, and 
one without precedent. 

President Underwood and several vice 
presidents of the Erie made a tour of the 
Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton system a 
few weeks ago, and discovered the condition 
of the property was not as satisfactory as 
they and the bankers associated with the 
Erie had believed it to be.

SANITARY BOARD EXTENDS 
CONTRACTOR’S TIME LIMIT. 


Date at Which Water Power Develop- 
ment of Canal Must Be Finished Put 
Forward a Whole Year. 


The time for the completion of the drain- 
age canal water power development sections 
Was extended yesterday by the sanitary 
board, and J. J. Duffy & Co., contractors for 
this division, were paid $50,000. On sections 
1 and 2 the time was extended to Oct. 1, 
1906, and on section 3 to July 1, 1906. The 
limit for these sections expired a month ago, 
but the contractors said they were delayed 
by the failure of the sanitary district engi- 
neers to furnish the necessary plans. Con- 
tractor Duffy furnished a new bond of 
$225,000. 

President Carter and Trustees Wenter and 
Cloidt opposed the payment of the $50,000 
and objected to extending the time on any of 
the contracts beyond July 1, 1906. 

‘*I believe the action will lessen the power 
of the incoming board to enforce the prompt 
completion of these contracts,” said Mr. 
Carter. 

Trustees Wenter and Cloidt'said the action 
taken would embarrass the new board in 
completing the water power development 
work. This was denied by Chairman Webb 
of the engineering committee and other mem-

SAYS CANAL WILL BE RUSHED. 


President of Panama Commission De-. 


clares Work Will Be Pushed as Soon 
as Type of Ditch Is Determined. 


Plans for pushing the work of building the 


Panama canal are complete, and the com- 
mission only is awaiting the decision on 
whether the big ditch is to be a lock canal 
or a sea level canal, according to Theodore 
P. Shonts, president of the Panama canal 
commission. Mr. Shonts arrived im Chicago 
yesterday afternoon and registered at the 
Auditorium Annex. 

He went to Beverly Hills in the evening 
to visit his parents and. spend Thanksgiving 
day with them. 

** Everything !s in readiness on the isthmus 
for buliding the canal,’’ said Mr. Shonts. 
“Our plans are all completed for pushing 
the work with all possible speed and energy, 
whether the canal is to be a sea level or lock 
canal. The report’of the board of consulting 
engineers will be sent to Paris to be en- 
grossed. 

*“*T have cabled to John F. Stevens, chief 
engineer of the canal commission, to come 
to Washington, and I expect he will arrive 
on Dec. 15. By that time we shall have di- 
gested the contents of the report and prob- 
ably we also shall know the type of canal 
we shall build.

MERIWETHER TELLS STORY 


“MIDDY” SAYS HE HAD TO FIGHT 
OR LEAVE. 


Declares Branch, Who Died After Bat- 
tle with Him, Had Persecuted Him 
Continuously and Had Threatened 
Him, and That It Was the Custom 
to End Such Feuds with Fight— 
Grieves Over the Fallen Upper 
Classman. 


Annapolis, Md., Nov. 29.—Midshipman 
Meriwether today related to the court mar- 
tial the whole story of his quarrel with Mid- 
shipman Branch, a quarrel which led to a 
fight, after which the two young men shook 
hands, made mutual apologies, and parted 
friends. 

Meriwether closed his testimony by say- 
ing: 

‘* I was grieved by the death of Mr. Branch 
beyond expression. I think he was more 
fortunate in being in his place, in going to 
sleep and not waking up, than to be in my 
place and have to live this life after this sad 
and deplorable affair.” 

Meriwether told of the persecutions which 
led up to the quarreland the challenge to 
fight. Some of these persecutions consisted 
of insults which could not be repeated in the 
presence of women in the courtroom and 
had to be whispered td the judge advocate. 


Fought to End feud. 
After telling of the quarrel in Branch's 
room, Meriwether continued: 
**I was told the custom was that a fight 
would end the feeling and Branch had told me 
he was going to ‘ bilge’ me, that is, make 


matter. 
went to the room, but he again told me that 
he intended to ‘ bilge me.’ ”’ 

Meriwether’s counsel then asked him about 
his refraining from hitting Branch during 


the rules. The witness told of two instances 
of this kind, explaining that he did not believe 
any blows should be struck in a stand off 
fight unless the men are on their feet. He also 
told how he fouled and offered to give upthe 
fight, but the seconds would not allow It. 

‘* After the quarrel with Branch,”’ said he, 
** Midshipman McKittrick came to my room 
and told me that he had been appointed 
Branch’s second to arrange a fight. 1 want- 
ed Jaeger as mine. The details were then ar- 


ranged. 
Details of the Fight. 

** During the fight we first fell under the 
blinds. Abeut the twelfth round I rushed 
Branch, and both fell sideways through the 
door. The next round Branch hit me a 
terrific uppercut. It stunned me for some 
rounds. I returned to his jaw. He threw 
his head back and I returned, but swung 
my arm around his neck. We fell in that 
position, his head striking the floor. We 
were lifted up. My arm could not be used 
for the next two rounds. My left arm was 
crushed in a football game abdut three years 
ago. I had a severe operation, but failed 
physically. However, I passed the next year. 
The arm is still weaker than the other.”’ 

Meriwether then showed a deep scar on the 
wrist of the left arm. He said a silver plate 
had been put in there. 

“At the end of the twenty-third round,” 
he continued, ‘‘ Mr. Branch came across the 
room and we both apologized and he said: 
‘Afterward, we will be friends.” He then 
left and I have never seen him since. We 
parted as friends. I could not go to break- 
fast the next morning. I had to go to the 
hospital. An orderly came and said that 
there Was a man unconsciousinthe hall. He 
was brought to the hospital. I waited until 
the operation was over that night, and Dr. 
Ames told me that Branch was doing well. 
About 3 o’clock the next afternoon I was 
told by a nurse that Branch was dead. I 
requested an Official investigation by the 
superintendent, 

Sad Memory All His Life. 

‘“*I was hurt and grieyed beyond expres- 
sion. I think that Mr. Branch was more for- 
tunate in being in his place, in going to sleep 
and not waking up, than to be in mine and 
having to live this life after this sad and de- 
plorable affair.’’ 

In answer to a question, Meriwether said: 

“If I had not resented Mr. Branch's con- 
tinued actions I would be in the same posi- 
tion as another classmate with whom no one 
has anything to do. ~ Under these circum- 
stances I would have to resign, and could 
never hold up my head again.”’ 

At the end of Meriwether’s testimony the 
defense announced that it had closed its 
case. The testimony in rebuttal will go in 
tomorrow.

McClelland’s Poor Memory. 

Ex-Senator Charles P. McClelland of Dobbs 
Ferry, who is at present a United States 
general appraiser, was the chief witness at 
today’s hearing. Mr. McClelland camé before 
the committee to explain certain payments

McCelland declared that when he was made 
chairman of the senate insurance committee 
in 1898 he had no interview with Mr. Fields 
in regard to it.

This course 
was recommended by Paul ‘Morton, president 
of the society. 

The report of the two firms of expert ac- 
countans who have been at work on the 
society’s books was presented, setting forth 
that on Sept. 30 the assets of cash and in- 
vestments amounted to $398,592,324. In ad- 
dition, the statement shows that $7,664,640 
is carried as an asset under the heading

$416,166,600. Against this is charged $6,121,- 
573 for claims due, cyrrent expenses, etc., 
leaving net assets of $410,044,926. The sur- 
plus is given as $67,142,865.

FINED SENATOR DEFIANT.

Denver, Colo., Nov. 29.—[Special. ]}—Just 
before he was fined $1,000 today for contempt 
of court, United States Senator Thomas M. 
Patterson, owner of the News-Times, shook 
his finger at Chief Justice Gabbert and de- 
clared in the most positive terms the arti- 
cles alleged to be contemptuous were true 
in their emtirety. The spectators were 
astounded, as the proprietors of two other 
Denver papers when cited under similar cir- 
cumstances a year ago apologized. 

Chief Justice Gabbert, after Senator Pat- 
terson had finished, sentenced the senator to 
pay the fine of $1,000 and to stand committed 
until the fine was paid. Senator Patterson's 
counsel, however, took an appeal to the 
United States Supreme court and the fine 
was suspendeG six months in order to permit 
an appeal. 

* Result of Election War. 

The contempt cases grew out of the receat 
elections, when the Supreme court decided 
the democratic edunty officers were not en- 
titled to seats. The court then ordered that 
the republican candidates which had re- 
ceived the next highest number of votes , be 
seated. 

In the News Senator Patterson printed a 
cartoon showing Chief Justice Gabbert ag 
lord high executioner beheading Sheriff Arm- 
strong. -Editoriais in both the Times and 
News also were alleged contemptuous. 
comments of oe et ae on the state 
election and la CtSturbances are believed 
to have led to the court takipg action in this 
particular case, In the decision today Jus- 
tice Steele, the only democratic judge on the 
Supreme bench, dissented.

Behind the surety company are the real 
bondsmen, one of whom is reported to be 
Nelson Morris. Mr. Morris refused to be in- 
terviewed on the subject. 


Only Grand Jury Can Get Facts. 


In the midst of evasive statements made 
in the affair it became pretty plain that only 
a grand jury investigation is likely to reveal 
all the facts. This inquiry will take place in 
case Hoffheimer is held by Justice Cochrane 
after the hearing next Tuesday. Intimations 
that the case may be dropped without seri- 
ous prosecution are scouted by theattorneys 
for Straus & Co., D’Ancona & Pflaum. 

The Straus brothers, who caused the arrest 
of Hoffheimer on charges of obtaining an 
aggregate of $256,000 under false pretenses, 
referred all inquiries to their attorneys, who 
explained the process by which Hoffheimer 
kited the drafts on Morris, taking up the 
draft of the day before with a larger onethe 
next day and so on, till the last advance made 
by Straus amounted to $256,000. 


How Drafts Were Handled. 


“Straus merely discounted these drafts,” 
said Attorney Pflaum. “ Hoffheimer would 
bring in a memorandum purporting to show 
the amount of cotton seed hulls he had 
shipped that day to Nelson Morris. Say that 
the bill amounted to $85,000. Hoffheimer 
would draw a draft on Morris for that sum, 
Straus would discount it and send it out for 
collection. It would be three days before the 
return could be made and Straus charged a 
regular brokerage fee for each transaction. 
There was also three days’ interest charged 
by the First National bank which advanced 
the money to Straus & Co. 

‘*T see it is alleged by some persons that 
Straus & Co. profited $90,000 in brokerage 
fees. This is a gross exaggeration. Their total 
profits were not 10 per cent of $90,000 and 
now they suffer the loss of the total of the 
last drafts—$256,000.”’ 

Asked whether Straus did not suspect 
crookedness on account of the preposterous 
size of the feed business, Attorney Pflaum 
said he did not; that the drafts were paid reg- 
ularly for elghteen months and naturally 
supposed to be good. 


Attorneys Blame Bank. 


The attorneys were eager to fix the respon- 
sibility on the National Live Stock bank, of 
which 8. R. Flynn is president. 

*“ It seems to me an irregularity to permit 
a draft drawn on one person to be taken up 
by another,” declared Attorney D’Ancona. 
“The National Live Stock bank was collect- 
ing hundreds of drafts drawn on Morris 
Why did all but these particular drafts go 
regularly to Morris and why were these Hoff- 


wanger. ‘“ He advertised it from Maine to 
California at the cost of hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars. He believed that the profits 
£00n would begin to flow in and he would be 
able to pay all his obligations. Straus also 
was interested in the soap company. Straus 
made big profits from his brokerage fees for 
handling the drafts.” 


ABANDONS FIGHT ON TYPOS; 
AGREES TO EIGHT HOUR DAY. 


Corbitt Railway Printing Company Re- 
signs from Typothets and Signs 
Union Contract. 


The first defection from the ranks of the 
Chicago Typothete was registered yester- 
day when the Corbitt Railway Printing 
company, 883 La Salle street, agreed to in- 
stitute the eight hour day Jan.1. By union 
leaders this was hailed as a turning point in 
the printers’ strike. 

The Corbitt concern employs fifteen com- 
positors. The union men went on strike Nov.

The recent game between Union college 
and New York university was marked by the 
death of one of the players on the Union 
team. with this example so close at hand, 
New York university has determined to bow 
to what is considered the inevitable, the 
@bolition of the game. 


Columbia Students Stirred Up. 

A perfect whirlwind of indignation swept 
ever Columbia's undergraduates today be- 
@ause of the action of the university commit- 
tee on student organizations in abolishing the 
football association and putting an end io the 
gridiron game at the university. At first the 
sentiment of the students was one of incre- 
dulity, but when they reached the college 
today they found that the college daily con- 
tained the same news they had read in the 
city dailies. 

It did not take long for mere words to crys- 
tallize into action, and arrangements were 
#@oon completed for a meeting of graduates 
and undergraduates to be held next Tuesday 
to demand that football be restored to its 
piace in the list of college sports.

team for the season of 1899 published in the 
Student Life includes Schulte. There is little 
question of the identity of the Wolverine 
guard. In the catalogue of Washington uni- 
versity Schulte’s name appears in the list 
of the medical students for 1899, despite he 
attended no class that year, according to 
faculty evidence. The name of Schulte ap- 
pears in the lineup of the Washington team 
for nearly every game. 


Played Against Knox. 

One of the first games in which Schulte 
appeared that year was the Knox game. 
Schulte played center. This game was 
played on the first Saturday in November. 
Two weeks later Schulte played at right 
guard againet Illinois Wesleyan. On Dec. 3 
Schulte played right guard against Christian 
Brothers college. In commenting on the 
game one of the St. Louis papers mentioned 
the work of Schulte as follows: “‘ Schulte did 
some nice stunts on defense, breaking 
through on one or two occasions for excel- 
lent results.’’ 

Evidence that he played in 1898 was pub- 
lished yesterday. There also is decisive evi- 
dence that he played in the leading games 
of 1900. But this is unnecessary, for with 
the two years at Washington in 1898 and 1899 
and the three years at Michigan, about which 
there is no question, Schulte is now playing 
his fifth year of intercollegiate football. In 
reality the Michigan left guard is playing 
his sixth year, taking into consideration the 
fact that he played at Washington in 1900. 

In 1900 Schulte played in at least two big 
games, according to newspaper accounts and 
faculty evidence. On Oct. 18 he played 
against St. Louis university, and on Nov. 20 
he played against Christian Brothers college. 
Missouri protested him in midseason, but the 
big guard, according to the word of the 
chancellor of the university, “‘ managed to 


| extricate himself from the difficulty,” and 


appear in the final game of the year on 
Thanksgiving day.

the instant it is thrown open to navigation 


from the Chicago river or from the Illinois 
river, or from both. The fact thet it was en- 
tirely artificial and created by the drainage 
district of the city of Chicago will not prevent 
the United States from assuming control of 
ite navigation to the extent of providing 
steamboat inspection and the usual rules for 
the safe conduct of craft, just as soon as they 
are enabled to pass freely in either direction 
into other navigable waters. 


Applies to Al) Kinds of Commerce. 

This same decision is laid down on broad 
general principles, upsetting departmental 
regulations which have been in existence 
fora quarter of acentury. It holds thatany 
water, whether artificially created or im- 
proved by states or’ individuals, is public 
water of the United States if it can be made 
part of the general highway ef commerce. 
The extension of steamboat inspection and 
general navigation regulations to artificially 
created waterways is independent of the 
character of the commerce carried upon it. 
Littie steamers running across Peoria lake 
will be required to conform hereafter just 
as much to the regulations of the United 
States government as those which might 
run from Peoria to 8t. Louis. 

This is a great advance in the position as 
sumed by the United States government in 
regard to the application of its navigation 
laws, and it may in the long run heve a vast 
amount of influence in the ultimate nation- 
alization of Chicago’e drainage canal. 

To understand the scope of this new de- 
parture in the way of federa) control of 
things which used to be considered jocal af- 
fairs it must be remembered that vessels 
navigating the Illinois river, below Copperas 
creek dam, have always been subject to in- 
spection. The ugual rules of the road pre- 
vai) there.

Will Boom Chicago’s Trade. 


Thies new ruling of the department of com- 
merce, aside from the important bearing it 
may have on the development of Chicago 
commerce through the drainage canal, has a 
curious historical interest. When the ordi- 
nance constituting the Northwest territory 
was passed the singular provision was made 
in it that any states Which might thereafter 
be carved out of that territory would have 
to guarantee free and public navigation of 
the Fox river in Wisconsin, the Chicago river 
in Illinois, amd the Maumee river in Ohlo. 
Bvyen at that early date those streams, insig- 
nificant in themselves, were recognized as 
important links in a possible vast network of 
commercial waterways from the great lakes 
to the gulf.

Herbert G. Squier’, United States minister to Cuba, has resigned by cable, owing to 
criticism of his attitude in the matter of the suggested annexation of Cuba and im the 
Isle of Pines matter in particular. Edward V. Morgan of New York, minister to Corea, 
has been selected to succeed Mr. Squiers. Mr. Morgan came into the diplomatic service 
in January, 1904, when he was appointed consul at Dalny. Owing to the war, the Rus- 
sians refused him entry to Dalny. He then became attached for a time to the Peking 
legation. He returned to Washington in February last, and a few months ago was made 


When Ohio, Illinois, and Wisconsin came 
into the union they did so on the specific basis 
that they were entitled to the same rights 
and privileges as the original states of the 
union, On that account the Supreme court 
subsequently held they were independent end 
sovereign, and were not bound by any of the 
stipulations ef the ordinance creating . the 
Northwest territory, because the original 
states were not limited in any such way. 
For this reason the stipulation as to free nav- 
igation of the three rivere mentioned was not 
guaranteed by any of these states. 


All Used Waterways Public. 


The. department of commerce now holds, 
however, that any waterway which can be 
entered by boats from another waterway 
recognized as public becomes public itself by 
that fact, without regard to the character of 
the commerce carried on. That part of the 
Illinois river which is perticularly affected 
by this new genera! principle lies between La 
Salle, where the waters of the canal empty 
into it, and the Illinois state dam and lock at 
Copperas creek. This is a distance only of 
about eighty-eight miles, but taken {t helps 
to form a continuous Waterway from the 
great lakes to the guif, and the federal gov- 
ernment now formally assumes control over 
the entire distance. Even if the Illinois and 
Michigan canal should be abanG@oned by the 
state, it would be navigable water of the 
United States just so long as it could be 
entered by boats from the Chicago river or 
the upper Lilinois. 

For the practical purpose of navigation the 
decision as to the canal may not mean much. 
Chicago river from the lake to Robey street 
is supposed to have a mean depth of about 
seventeen feet. The canal has a mean deptb 
of only an average of four anda half fee’. 
Illinois river from Lae Salle to Copperas 
creek has a mean depth of nine feet, and, on 
account of the opening of the drainage canal, 
it ig now reported officially to the depart- 
ment to be navigable at all times in the year 
so that a steamer, except at low water, can 
make the practice of running the dams rather 
than experience the delay incident to using 


the locks. . 
May Lead to River Improvements. 


One of the law officers of the department, 
who was greatly interested in the decision, 
when I asked him if it weuld be made to 
apply to Chicago's drainage canal, said it 
undoubtedly would, provided the drainage 
canal, even although constructed by munici- 
pal authority, was made part of a continu- 
ous water highway open to boats from the 
Chicago river or I!inois river, and particu- 
larly if it was a connection link between the 
two. This decision may have an important 
bearing later on in inducing congress to 
make a liberal appropriation for the im- 
provement of the Chicago river and the 
upper Illinois with the idea that they can 
at any time be made @ continuous highway 
toward the gulf through the enlarging of 
the drainage canal by governmental ald.

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CHADBOURNE WINS DEGREE 


DIVORCES WIFE, THE DAUGHTER 
‘OF RICHARD T. CRANE. 


In Seclusion of Judge Gibbons’ Cham- 
bers He Tells How She Refused to 
Join Him in New York, and Other 
Witnesses Corroborate — The Court 
Grants Prayer of Cross Bill—Noth- 
ing About Alimony—Woman Not 
Present and Said to Be in Europe. 


bers, the Chadbourne divoree sult came to 
a sudden conclusion yesterday afternoon in 
a decree granting to Thomas L. Chadbourne 
Jr. a divorce from Mrs. Emily Crane Chad- 
bourne, daughter of Richard T. Crane. The 
decree was based on the husband’s cross 
bill, which threw the onus of their separa- 
tion upon Mrs. Chadbourne’s ‘refusal to 


alimony was granted. 


Chadbourne had taken the train back to 
New York before it was generally known 
that he had been here and secured his de- 
cree, Tuesday evening his attorney, Arthur 
Dyrenforth, and Mrs. Chadbourne's legal 
representative, William Garnett Jr., went 
before Judge Gibbons and asked for a pri- 
vate hearing. 

This was granted, and in the morning the 
files of the case were taken from their place 
in the filing room in the Monadnock building 
and placed in the judge’s hands. Then the 
party, consisting of Chadbourne, the two 
lawyers, and two witnesses from New York, 
enteréd the judge’s chambers, where the 
hearing lasted about half an hour. The de- 
cree was signed Jater in the afternoon. 


Story of Mr. Chadbourne. 


Mr. Chadbourne told the court that he and 
Mrs. ©hadbourne were married on Nov. 7, 
1895, and lived together until Oct. 1, 1902. 

“ At that time I told her that business ar- 
rangements made it almost imperative that 
we live in New York,” he said “To this 
she objected, declaring that she preferred 
to stay in Chicago when she was not travel- 
ing. 

“TI went east, however, and fixed up suita- 
ble housekeeping apartments and on numer- 
ous occasions urged her to join me. She 
invariably refused. About that time she 
took a trip around the world”’’ 

Attorney R. T. Goodell, who is Chad- 
bourne’s partner in New York, testified that 
Mrs..Chadbourne had refused repeatedly to 
go near her husband's apartments when in 
New York. 

“Where is Mrs. Chadbourne now?’ he was 
asked. 

“I do not know. I think she is in Paris,” 
Mr. Goodell replied.

At a conference of Deneen organization

Deneen, who came 
to Chicago for the ward club elections of 
fuesday night and the meeting of the Red 
Cross society, met the same men with whom 
be had extended conferences last week. 
«There were present James Pease, William 
H. Weber, State Chairman Roy O. West. 
County Chairman James Reddick, State 
Senator Daniel Campbell, County Treasurer 
John Hanberg, and Fred Busse. 
‘The significance of the decision to hold off 
from any possible action in regard to the 
succession to Senator Cullom lies in the fact 
that after Jan. 1 no candidate against Cullom 
will be able to command the support of the 
Deneen people as an organization. 
. After that date the various leaders in the 
organization will be at liberty to go to any 
eandidate they may choose, and it is prac- 
tically certain that at least two will be for 
Cullom if no other candidate is in the field by 
that time. 

Must Decide in Month. 


Richard Yates an@ Howland J. Hamlin 
have one more month in which to make up 


’ their minds regarding this contest. Deneen 


will be relieved of all further responsibility 
with regard to Yates if he has not decided by 
the first of the year. The governor was not 
able to tell the other members of the or- 
ganization whether there would be a candi- 
date against Cullom, but he advised con- 
sgervative action. He argued that there 
would be nothing lost by delaying the mat- 
ter for another-month, and that by taking 
sides now with any candidate the organiza- 
tion might find itself embarrassed because of 
its. decision.

Both he and Marshal Ames, with Will- 
fam Lorimer, the Cullom Chicago manager, 
have been endeavoring to get Veneen ward 
leaders to take charge of the Cullom peti- 
tions. 

Their argument has been that there is no 
other republican-candidate for the senator- 
ship than Senator Cullom, and that it would 
be mo more than proper that the republican 
organization in each ward should take charge 
of his interests.

And if the public fails in the perform- 
ance of this duty, then I contend that 
with equal justice should the public be 
criticised and condemned.

Hue and Cry Raised at First Sign of 
Trouble. 

What do I mean? 

Simply this: If there is trouble with a 
gas appliance—if the gas range, for ex- 
ample, fails to work properly or con- 
sumes an unreasonable amount of gas— 
then the consumer raises an immediate 
hue and cry about the neighborhood.

GAS. 

It is the duty of the council to ascertain 
and prescribe just and reasonable maximum 
rates for gas. Any indebtedness of the city 
to the gas company, or vice versa, has noth- 
ing to do with the question. The rate which 
wil] be reasonable if the city owes nothing 
will be reasonable if it owes a million dollars. 
The representatives of the gas company are 
merely sparring for time when they say they 
must know what the city intends to do about 
its back gas bills and what compensation 
will be asked of the company by the city in 


make known the price at which the company 
is “ willing to sell gas in Chicago.” 

The spokesmen for the company do not 
understand the situation. It is for the city, 
not for the company, to determine the price 
at which gas shall be sold. It is not a ques- 
tion of what the company is willing to sell 
for but of what the council is willing it | 
shall sell for. Subject to the condition that 
the rate shall be reasonable, the council has 


company has nothing. , : 
The courts are open to the gas company. 


The controversy should not 
stand in the way of that lowering of the 
price of gas which will follow the determina- 
tion of a reasonable rate by the council. 
Consumers hdve rights which must not be 
disregarded. They should not be compelled 
to wait for cheaper gas while the city and 
the company are arguing over “ compensa- 
tion.” The suggestion of “ compensation ” 
may be a device to divert the council from 
its single duty—that of fixing a price for gas. 

The determination of a “ reasonable rate ”’ 
for a public service corporation must be the 
result of inquiry. The Supreme court has 
so held. Therefore, the council or the appro- 
priate committee should begin at once to 
ascertain a reasonable rate for Chicago gas. 
The cost of production and distribution are 
important factors. The books of the gas 
company doubtless give accurate informa- 
tion on these points. If the company ehall 
consent to an examination of its books by 
the committee much time will be saved. 
If it shall unwisely refuse, the committee 
will have to go elsewhere. : 

It will be able to get without much delay 
the information it needs. Then nothing will 
remain but to determine the amount that 
should be added to the cost of production 
and distribution of gas to cover depreciation 
and other legitimate charges and to allow of ; 
a fair profit on the investment—not a big | 
dividend on the watered capitalization. The 
lowering of the price of gas will so increase 


the consumption that a texsenable rate will 
give the company liberal profits. 
Consumers have been waiting for years for 
cheaper gas. The council has the power to 
give it to them, and it should use the power 
without undue delay. It will not take long 
to determine a reasonable rate. If the com- 
pany shall challenge its reasonableness it 
will have to give an indemnifying bond, so 
that when the rate finally is sustained by the 


excess of the rate they have been made do 
pay. 


AUSTRIA ASES EQUAL SUFFRAGE. 
One of the remarkable features of con- 
temporary life in Europe is the mammoth 
popular demonstration for political ends— 
the bringing to bear of the force of numbers 
to compel political reforms, It is a newly 
discovered or adapted reeource of the com- 
mon people. They come nearer thus than 
in any other way to an influence correspond- 
ing to their aggregate ranks. Russia has 
been exhibiting such demonstrations within 
the last few months—processions of peeple 
marching in the streets and armies of people 
joining in a general strike—all to force gov- 
ernment reforms, A dozen years ago the 
workers of Belgium secured universa) man- 
hood suffrage—though with plural votes to 
certain classes—by a universal strike. 

On Tuesday Vienna witnessed one of the 
most remarkable political demonstrations of 
modern times. A procession nine miles long, 
ten abreast, and comprising 175,000 persons,

But, as remarked by Mr, John Kern, 
democratic candidate last year for governor 
of Indiana, the proposed legislation would 
not accomplish much unless backed up by 
an enlightened public sentiment.

Belmont, “that to furnish money to buy 
votes is regarded as the performance of a 
patriotic duty, while to sell one’s vote is an 
evidence of thriftiness and good business 
judgment.” Indiama having long been a 
“doubtful ” state, and its political battles 
in consequence having been uncommonly 
hard fought, conditions there may be espe- 
cially bad, but vote buying and selling are 
winked at too much everywhere. Several 
states have laws requiring candidates and 
political committees to file sworn statements 
of their expenditures, but they are generally 
enforced and obeyed perfunctorily and do 
little good. 

The people must be awakened to a proper 
sense of the danger that lurks in a corrupt 
electorate anduf the criminality of vote buy- 
ing and selling. They must have impressed 
upon them the fact that the mumber and 
the wealth of concerns that are willing to 
buy protection from legislation necessary 
for the,public good but adverse to their self- 
ish interests are rapidly increasing and that 
public safety requires that their politica) 
activity be curbed. It is bad enough forthe 
people’s representatives to be bought up, as 
they sometimes have been, but ae long asthe 
great bulk of the people is pure the crimes 
of their representatives may be punished and 
the effects in great measure nullified. 
Should the people themselves become pur- 
chagable the only sure bulwark against pred- 
atory greed would be gone. 

The way to prevent the ultimate com- 
plete triumph of corruption is to begin now 
to punish those who turn the election booth 
into a market. To secure their punishment 
there must not only be proper laws but the 
people must show their tetestation of boo- 
dling in the only effective way. They must 
show it by heartily supporting public offi- 
cials who enforce corrupt practice laws and 
by promptly turning out public officials who 
don’t enforce them.

HO would say that English life in 
the twentieth century is devoid of 
melodrama and sensational ro- 
mance? It was only the other day 
you were told how the American 

born Lady Naylor Leyland's sister-in-law, 
Mrs. Chetwynd, secured from the courts @ 
decree establishing her complete sanity and 
declaring that her confinement in a lunatic 
asylum by her relatives had been wholly un- 
justifiable, and now she once more comes 
before the public in connection with an at- 
tempt to abduct her two daughters, girls of 
15 and 13 respectively, the guardianship of 
whom has been assigned by the courts to 
Christopher Leyland of Haggerston castle, 
in Northumberland. 

Mrs. Chetwynd obtained a divorce from 
the Hon. Richard Chetwynd, son and heir of 
Viscount Chetwynd, about four or five years 
ago, the decree being granted in her favor. 
Subsequently Mrs. Chetwynd became in- 
volved in other legal proceedings, on the 
strength of which her relatives secured an 
order from the courts transferring the guar- 
dianship of her two daughters to her mother, 
the late Mrs. Tom Naylor Leyland.

Mrs. Chetwynd did not approve of the man~ 
ner in which her mother was bringing up the 
girls and instituted legal proceedings against 
her with the object of showing that the old 
lady was crazy and unfit to be intrusted with 
the duties of guardianship. An immense 
amount of family linen was washed in court, 
but Mrs. Chetwynd was defeated, and at 
Mrs. Leyland’s death the guardianship was 
transferred to her brother-in-law, Christo- 
pher Leyland. 

The latter took the girls for safe keeping 
to his place in Northumberland, a gloomy 
old castle, where they are kept in more or 
less of captivity. For the two children are 
fond of their mother, despite her eccentrici- 
ties, and when they were living with their 
grandmother she found no difficulty in per- 
suading them to run away with her. She 
took them on to the continent, but allowed 
herself to be persuaded there that they would 
be far more secure from any attempts &t re- 
covery on the part of old Mrs. Leyland if 
they were in South Africa. Accordingly, she 
betook herself thither, in ignorance of the 
fact that she was placing herself thereby 
once more within the jurisdiction of the 
British courts, and of course the children 
were taken away from her. It was after 
this and her return to England that she was 
locked up as insane, |

Now she has just made another desperate 
effort of the same nature to abduct her chil- 
dren from Haggerston castle, and a man 
and woman have been arrested by the po- 
lice and are being held for trial without bail 
who were captured in an attempt to get the 
young girls out of the castle, and who weré 
to have conducted them to a specified point 
on the coast of Northumberland, where Mrs. 
Chetwynd was waiting for them on board a 
yacht bound for France. Mrs, Chetwynd 
herself is now in safety in Paris, but would 
doubtless have shared the fate of the people 
whom she had employed to get her children 
had the police been able to lay hands on 
her. 

To find any parallel for the episode it is 
necessary to recall the case of Lady Gran- 
ville Gordon, who, sooner than give up her 
little girl, born during her first marriage, to 
the husband from whom she had been di- 
vorced, publicly proclaimed that it was not 
his child, but that of Lord Granville Gordon, 
and who when the court, in spite of the dec- 
laration, ordered her to surrender the child, 


| disguised it in the dress of a boy, dyed its 


hair, disguised herself, too, and carried the 
little girl off under the nose of the police 
to Paris. On the death of Lord Huntly his 
brother, Lord Granville, will succeed to his 
honors, and Lady Granville will become a 
peeress of the realm and premiere march- 
ioness of Scotland. But inasmuch as her 
daughter was born during her first marriage 
—that is to say, before she married Lord 
Granville—the child will hever become in- 
vested with the right accorded to daughters 
of dukes, marqueses, and earls of prefixing 
the title of ‘‘ lady * to the Christian name. 
Yet another instance of the same kind is 
that of the French duchess of Chaulnes. 
The duchess was deprived of the care of her 
children by the decree of a family council 
prejudiced against her as a foreigner, and 
which, ratified by the courts, confided the 
custody of her little ones to her arch enemy 
and mother-in-law, the old Duchess de 
Chevreuse. The latter immured the chil- 
dren in the gloomy old castle of Sablé, 
whence the Duchess de Chaulnes made a 
desperate attempt to kidnap them, similar 
to that of Mrs. Chetwynd the other day— 
that is to say, she employed agents who un- 
dertook to get the children out of the castle 
and to bring them to the spot where she was 
waiting in the neighborhood with a carriage 
and a pair of fleet horses. Through treach- 
ery of some kind or another the whole affair 
came to grief and the agents were arrested 
and sentenced to various terms of imprison- 
ment, the duchess herself escaping the lot 
of her accomplices.

The lower house, com- 
prising 425 members, is elected, but in.such 
a manner as to give disproportionately small 
representation to the masses, especially in 
cities. Varying electoral rights are con- 
ferred on five different groups and classes of 
yoters, so that the landed proprietors elect 
eighty-five members of the lower house, cer- 
tain towns and seats of industry elect 118, 
chambers of commerce elect twenty-one, the 
rural districts elect 129, and seventy-two 
are chosen by universal manhood suffrage. 
In 1900 these seventy-two were chosen by

FEDERAL ACTION AGAINST ST. 
LOUIS TERMINAL ASSOCIATION. 


Legal Proceedings on Part of Governe 
ment to Enjoin Continuance of the 
Present. Conditions by Fourteen 
Railroad Companies Comprising Or- 
ganization — If Suit Be Successful 
Railways Will Be Free to Act Inde- 
pendently as to Tolls. 


St. Louis, Mo., Nov. 20.—Federal District 
Attorney Dyer today fled a petition in the 
United States Circuit court for an injunction 
to prevent the Terminal Railroad associa-~- 
tion of St. Louis from continuing alleged 
violation of the federal laws. 

The allegations are made that the terminal 
association has destroyed trade and com- 
merce and worked incalculable injury to the 
shipping interests of the Mississippi valley, 
and its dissolution is asked. 

An order is requested to prohibit the four- 
teen railroad and bridge companies embrac- 
ing the terminal association from further co- 
operating with that corporation in promo- 
tion of an alleged unlawful monopoly. The 
terminal association is given thirty days In 
which to file its answer. 

Due to Roosevelt’s Action. 

The sult was brought at the instance of At- 
torney General Moody, following President 
Roosevelt's order to “‘take apropriate action’ 
when the case was presented to him. 


During the term of office of E. C. Crow as, 
attorney general of Missouri, Mr. Crow filed | 


before the state Supreme court proceedings 
to oust the alleged terminal monopoly. The 
Supreme court, by a vote of 4 to 3, decided 
that the terminal association was not a rail- 
road company within the meaning of the Mis- 
souri anti-trust law to prevent railroad pools, 
and hence refused to grant the ouster. 

In the petition filed today United States 
District Attorney Dyer, at the behest of At- 
torney General Moody, the charges made 
against the terminal association are similar 
to those upon which Mr. Crow’s original pro- 
ceedings were based. 

Termed Unlawful Conspiracy. 

In each the terminal’ combine is indicted 
as “an unlawful conspiracy designed to 
stifle and destroy competition.” 

If the action instituted by the government 
today is successful the railroad companies 
comprising the terminal association will be 
absolutely fred to act independently with re- 
spect to bridgé tolls. They will not be per- 
mitted to retain their present ccrporate 
agreement for the purpose of controlling 
the exits and entrances of St. Louis.

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| INTERESTING TRADE GOSSIP ON ’CHANGE. 


Criticism of the proposed amendment to the 
rules requiring shippers of grain to pay 80 
per cent of the value of all carload lots of 
grain after five business days from the tate 
of their delivery to a connecting or delivering 
line, or to store, on the receipt of bills of 
lading or receipts for the same, is growing. 
It is pointed out that a receipt for a bill of 
lading is not negotiable or bankable, and that 
banks would not be likely to advance money 
on them, They are not too anxious to ad- 
vance loans on the actual bills of lading from 
country points, having suffered losses occa- 
sionally from so doing, while a mere receipt 
for a bill of lading, it is claimed, would have 
no standing whatever. Cars of grain 
Shippe@ from country points could be at- 
tached, and a, shipper who had paid 80 per 
cent of the face value merely fora receipt for 
the bill of lading would be in an awkward 
position. It is pointed out that the man who 
had sok? the grain for the receiving house, 
having secured so near its face value, would 
have no interest in expediting delivery, and 
that the shipper who had made the payment 
would probably be put to the additional ex- 
pense of engaging an extra clerk to see that 
the cars were delivered. The most serious 
objection of all, however, is the claim that 
the adoption of the rule would drive many 
small shippers out of business, because it 
would be impossible for them to conduct it 
without a considerable increase in capital, 
Some of the large shippers are in favor of 
the amendment, which it is claimed would 
tend to concentrate business still more ina 
few hands, while other large shippers, who 
are not urging its adoption, admit frankly 
that it would undoubtedly have the effect 
of driving many small] shippers out of the 
— and, therefore, redound to their bene-

“The Minneapolis flour output last week 
decreased 30,600 bris,”’ says the Northwest- 
ern Miller. “‘ The quantity of flour turned 
out was 406,485 bris, against 333,150 in 1904 
and 454,150 in 1903. This week the output 
probably will be in the neighborhood of 400,- 
000 bu. The same mills are in operation as 
last week, but one or two small ones may be 
closed down Thanksgiving. In the corre- 
sponding week a year ago the outturn was 
270,945 bris. Reports concerning the do- 
mestic flour markets are conflicting. Most 
of the smaller mills say that last week busi- 
hess was dull, and that prices were hope- 
iessly demoralized. One of the larger com- 
panies, on the other hand, said that busi-

Expenses, 
however, increased $427,947, with the result 
of but a small gain in net. A favorable fea- 
ture of the statement was the operating ratio, 
66.51 per cent. For the first four months of 
the fiscal year the gross earnings show a gain 
of $2,537,578, or 16.8 per cent. The increase 
in net is 6 per cent. 

The operating ratio at 66.55 for October 


“compares with an average of 69.58 for the 


months of July, August, and September. 

The Frisco system for October shows a de- 
crease in gross compared with the corre- 
sponding month last year. Meanwhile op- 
erating expenses increased, so that the de- 
crease in net for the month was $290,417. 
The operating ratio was 66.95 per cent. 

Rock Island preferred closed at 638% on 
the New York exchange, after touching 64. 
The price was influenced by the general list 
which grew weak in the afternoon session. 

Nothing satisfactory comes out concerning 
the selling in the preferred stock. There are 
two opinions about what the directors will do 
at the January meeting with reference to pre- 
ferred dividend. Good banking opinion is 
to the effect that the full quarterly install- 
ment of 1 per cent will be declared. Mean- 
while friends of the insiders show much un- 
certainty over what will be done. To pass 
the preferred dividend would certainly 
weaken the prestige of the Rock Island 
group of financiers. If earnings continue as 
they have been since July 1, the dividend may 
be more than earned. Inability to pay it 
through lack of earnings would have an 
adverse effect on the other securities of the 
company. However, there is no denial of the 
necessity for expending a great deal in the 
work of ballasting the system, and, as the 
preferred dividend is noncumulative, there 
would be an exact saving to the treasury of 
the company of whatever dividends might be 
passed. The company at the same time har 
a large cash surplus and is in no immediate 
need of funda. 


Clearings Large for November. 
Local bank clearings for November were 
nearly 10 per cent in excess of the corre- 
sponding month last year, but did not make 
a record. The total of $899,288.374 was the 
largest for any month, with the exception 
of October, and with one more busincss day 
that month would have been passed. For 
the eleven months of the calendar year the 
increase passes the billion dolar mark and Is 
10.2 per cent greater than for the correspond- 
ing eleven months of 1904.
